President Trump’s accompanying “America First” speech sidesteps the reporť’s thrust.

WASHINGTON — President 
Donald Trump declared Mon- 
day that the United States faces 
growing competition from Rus- 
sia and China, two great-power 
rivals that he said “seek to chal- 
lenge U.S. influence, values and 
wealth.” 

But Trump, in presenting a 
new national security strategy 


that carried distinct echoes of 
the Cold War, said nothing about 
Russian interference in the 
2016 presidential election, even 
though the official strategy docu- 
ment itself warns briefly of “Rus- 
sia using information tools in an 
attempt to undermine the legiti- 
macy of democracies.” 

Trump referred instead to a 
Sunday telephone call from Pres- 


ident Vladimir Putin of Rus- 
sia, who thanked him for intel- 
ligence that the CIA had passed 
on to Russian authorities, which 
Trump said foiled a terror- 
ist attack in St. Petersburg that 
could have killed thousands of 
people. 

“That’s a great thing,” he said, 
“and the way it’s supposed to 
work.” 


Trump broke with his two 
most recent predecessors, Presi- 
dents Barack Obama and George 
W. Bush, in announcing the 
national security strategy him- 
self. But Trump’s speech seemed 
oddly divorced from the 55-page 
document, a blueprint for U.S. 
policy on issues including jihadi 
extremism, space exploration, 
bio-threats and pandemics. 


Speaking to an audience that 
included Cabinet members 
and military officers, the presi- 
dent delivered a campaignlike 
address, with calls to build a wall 
along the nation’s southern bor- 
der with Mexico and a heavy 
dose of self-congratulation for 
the bull market, the low jobless 
rate and tax cuts, which he said

Puerto Rico orders 
review of death toll 


Evidence shows Hurricane Maria may have 
caused more than the official count of 64.

Facing mounting evidence that 
Puerto Rico has vastly under- 
counted the number of people 
who died because of Hurricane 
Maria, Gov. Ricardo A. Rosselló 
on Monday ordered that every 
death on the island since the 
calamitous storm be reviewed. 

Officials will look again at 
all deaths attributed to natu- 
ral causes after the hurricane, 
which made landfall Sept. 20 and 
knocked out power to 3.4 million 
Puerto Rican, as well as to hos- 


pitals and clinics. Parts of the 
island are still without power 
almost three months later, and 
the power grid is operating at 
only 70 percent of capacity. 

The prolonged blackout ham- 
pered critical medical treatment 
for some of the island’s most vul- 
nerable patients, including many 
who were bedridden or depen- 
dent on dialysis or respirators. 
But if they died as a result, the 
storm’s role in their deaths may 
have gone officially unrecorded. 

“This is about more than num- 


bers, these are lives: real people, 
leaving behind loved ones and 
families,” Rosselló said in a state- 
ment.

Company questions 
rejection from VA 


The veterans say their shipping system 
could help save the department millions.

TAMPA — If you could 
pay $19.19 to ship a package 
instead of $227.32, wouldn’t 
you go for the cheaper rate? 

That’s the question raised 
by Rob Barrow and Will 
Sands, Marine combat veter- 
ans and businessmen from 
Tampa who say the Depart- 
ment of Veterans of Affairs is 
spending tens of millions of 
dollars more than it needs to 
on shipping costs each year. 


The $19.19 rate is one of about 
three-dozen examples of savings 
projections the men have come 
up with as they try to sell the VA 
on a freight management system 
in wide use among private hos- 
pitals. They say they’ve run pilot 
programs with the VA that dem- 
onstrated cost savings of more 
than 45 percent. 

Still, VA officials say “there 
doesn’t appear to be a single sub- 
stantive piece of evidence” that 
the system can save the VA money.
